Cable TV may soon be available to the 
homes of Romulus residents. 

East Lansing Research Associates, 
hired by the city as consultants, will 
meet with City Council on Oct 21 to give 
a preliminary evaluation and recom- 
mendation on which of the three appli- 
cants they feel is best. 

Three companies have applied for the 
Romulus franchise, including Comcast. 
Omnicom-Bell and Barden. They have 
provided voluminous data to East Lans- 
ing Research Associates, a professional 
group of experts in the field of Cable TV 
which has been studying the proposals. 

On Oct. 28 East Lansing Research 
Associate will meet again with Roir.u 
lus City council for a final report and 
recommendation on which of the three 
Cable TV companies they have chosen. 
That Oct. 28 meeting will also be a for- 
mal public hearing during which resi- 
dents and all other concerned citizens 
can give input to City Council. 

Romulus City Council will fully dis- 
cuss the issue before making its final 
decision, which may come that night or. 
at a later date. 

East Lansing Research Associates 
was the lowest bidder among three con- 
sulting firms to study the three Cable TV 
proposals. Their bid of $15,000 was far 
below the bid of $36,000 The second 
highest bid was $100 per hour, with no 
limit stated on how many hours it w ould 
take to study the proposals. 

East Lansing Research Associates 
will be paid out of the non-refundable 
filing fees paid by Comcast, Omnicom- 
Bell and Barden. Eacy company paid a 
$3,000 filing fee. which is $9,000 of their 
$15,000 fee. The $6,000 balance will be 
paid by the successful bidder. 

Romulus Treasurer Beverly McAnal- 
ly has been a vital part of the Romulus 
Cable TV Committee since it was 
formed and held its first meeting in De- 
cember, 1980 

“We appreciate the members of the 
committee w r ho have given so freely of 
their time, talent and energy in making 
it possible for Romulus to bring Cable 
TV into the city,” Mrs. McAnally said 

“The committee started with 12 mem- 
bers and there have been nine or so that 
have worked especially hard to see this 


Citizen Campaign Chairman. Roger 
Cadaret added “An eight year bond 
issued at a decreasing cost as the value 
of the district increases, means that we 
will be paying the bonds off with cheaper 
and cheaper dollars We hope to involve 
as many citizens as possible in selling 
the concept ’ 

The Bond Issue idea has particular 
appeal to decision makers in Lansing, 
because it is a possible way for many of 
the beleagured Michigan schools to 
solve their ow n problems w ithout asking 
for loans or handouts from the state 

For this reason, it appears that Sena 
tor Faust's amendments will rapidly 
pass the legislature and be signed by the 
Governor 

It II then be up to the people of Romu- 
lus and perhaps other communities w ho 
wish to use the legislation

Van Buren schools picked for national study 


The National Coalition to Prevent Sho- 
plifting, an Atlanta, Georgia, based na- 
tion-wide group of merchants, club- 
women. and police agencies banded 
together to reduce shoplifting, has 
announced the selection of three states 
to be involved in a pilot education prog- 
ram to reduce shoplifting by educating 
elementary school children to the dan- 
gers involved 

Michigan has been selected as one of 
the pilot states, along with Georgia and 


California The Michigan Coalition to 
Prevent Shoplifting, in turn, has 
selected five districts in Michigan to 
participate in the experimental prog- 
ram Selected are: Clare. Big Rapids, 
Menominee, Flint, and the Van Buren 
Township Consolidated Public School 
District in Wayne County Michigan 
The program will be conducted under 
the auspices of the Michigan Coalition to 
Prevent Shoplifting and the Belleville 
Junior Study Club, and be carried out 


during the period Oct . 6 through Oct 20 

During that period, each pupil in the 
nine elementary schools within the Van 
Buren School District will be surveyed 
“cold”. . . without any prior 
discussion . as to their knowledge ab- 
out shoplifting, its criminal implica- 
tions, and costs. 

After completion of the primary sur- 
vey. each school will see a short movie 
on the subject, and then participate in 
panel discussions led by representatives 


from the Michigan State Police in Ypsi- 
lanti. 

This will be followed by an invitation 
for each student to participate in a dis- 
trict poster contest, with prizes for each 
grade. 

At the completion of the program, 
each student will be surveyed once 
again, using the same survey &s first 
taken, thus showing the effect of the 
pilot curriculum

Faced with their own deficit-plagued 
budget. Wayne County Commissioners 
are irked at the State Department of So- 
cial Services’ (DSS) request that the 
County assume their share of Child Pro- 
vider payments amounting to over $1 
million for the months of July. August 
and September, and plan to send out let- 
ters to 547 foster care homes informing 
them of that fact. 

The State is currently holding up 
$660,000 in July payments due the pro- 
viders pointing out that they have run 
out of funds as the result of a Legislative 
‘'cap.’' The County has already paid its 
full 50 percent share covering all three 
months. 

Because the state-operated depart- 
ment is titled “Wayne County Depart- 
ment of Social Services" county com- 
missioners are being blamed for the 
"^jreakdown in monthly payments and 
r.aVe been receiving dozens of calls from 
irate child care providers demanding to 
be paid. 

County commissioners approved ac- 
tion Thursday requesting the " Wayne 
County" portion of the title be replaced 
with “Michigan" so both the providers 
and the media are aware of which gov- 
ernmental unit is in default. 

A letter from Robert L. Little, Direc- 
tor of the local office of the DSS, in- 
formed the commissioners September 
9th that “as a result of Public Act 328 of 
1980, there is a limit on State reimburse- 
ment of County Child Care Expenses. . 


and that their current balance was only 
$172,305.92“— $334,223 short of their 50 
percent share of making July’s pay- 
ment. 

The letter continues : “In addition, the 
Bureau of Financial Services has 
advised that any additional County 
Child Care expenditures for fiscal year 
1980-81 will have to be paid by Wayne 
County as 100 percent county- 
funded .and project that the August 
provider payroll will be approximately 
$660,000 to $700,000 and should be paid 
before October 1, 1981 In view of this, 
I’m requesting that the Board of Com- 
missioners authorize the County 
Treasurer to pay $334,223 so that we may 
issue our complete July payroll— please 
make the check out to the State of 
Michigan." 

In the opinion of the Count^ Board , the 
local office of the DSS should have been 
authorized by the Michigan DSS to ex- 
pend the $506,529 in payments remain- 
ing for the month of August since the 
County had not, as of this date, reached 
its ceiling. 

Further, the Board has recommended 
that John Demsey, Director of the 
Michigan DSSm be advised that the loc- 
al office has failed to provide adequate 
funds to meet its obligations and request 
that he advance the amount to the local 
office to permit payments due Foster 
Care Providers.

The Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners has again put aside action on 
Sheriff William Lucas, regarding fai- 
lure to post a $500,000 bond leading to 
possible removal from office if 18 votes 
can be mustered from among the 27- 
member board. 

In their meeting on Oct. 1, the com- 
missioners passed the matter for the 
day on a motion by James J Rashid 
from Dearborn The motion also con- 
tinues the subpoena under which Lucas 
is required to appear before the Board, 
with suitable explanations the commis- 
sioners will accept for some $3.3 million 
he ordered spent for unauthorized road 
patrol activity. 

Since February up until last month. 
Lucas refused to dismantle the road pat- 
rol as instructed, then only after a Cir- 
cuit Court order from visiting Judge 
Harvey W Moes from Hillsdale County. 
Although Lucas shut down the patrol af- 
ter Moes’ ruling, he is appealing the de- 
cision In matter of fact, the dispute over 
road patrol authority continues until a 
decision from the State Court of Appeals 
or Supreme Court 

In past weeks, the Board met to con- 
sider dismissal of Lucas, but then ad- 
journed the proceedings while waiting 
for a Circuit Court decision from Moes. 
"Now, some conlmissioners have ex- 
pressed a need for more time to think 
about the matter because it is still in 
litigation," said Rashid, referring to the 
appeals procedure. 

"We need more time for exploration 
and answering of questions,’’ said 
Rashid. “We have to examine how to 
handle unauthorized spending of 
$100,000 per week. This countyAvould be 
in a $100 deficit if we allowed every de- 
partment head to act like the Sheriff." 

In agreement with Rashid was Wil- 
liam J. Runco, from Dearborn. 
"Although the court has upheld the 
objectives we sought, we still have the 
obligation and the right to know why the 
money was spent. We should still ques- 
tion Lucas publicly." 

Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 
argued against further interrogation of 
the Sheriff. “There is no reason." he de- 
clared, "The matter has been settled in 
court and other more important matters 
now deserve our attention. 

"Since the court order, the Sheriff has 


agreed to cease road patrol activity, and 
the conditions of fiscal responsibility 
have been met Any further restraints 
on the Sheriff would seem to be a person- 
al vendetta." 

Commissioners George F Killeen and 
Ervin A Steiner. Jr. raised questions of 
payment for the Sheriff’s legal fees in 
suits against the Board of Commission-

Fire - Will it scar your life this year? 

Local departments hold ' Open House ’ during Fire Prevention Week 


There are only a rare few persons who 
pre fortunate enough not to be tragically 
touelied by a fire 

Fire has caused more heartaches and 
pain than most wars 
AncJ to draw residents attention to the 
dangers and hazards of fires, local fire 
departments have scheduled “Open 
Houses" during the week of Oct 5 
through Oct. 10 in commemoration of 
Fire Prevention Week 
“Most of our volunteer firefighters 
will be visiting the schools and holding 
talks with students on the perils of 
fires. " said Fire Chief John Wilhide of 


Romulus 'it's an annual trip, but we 
have always had people drop by and look 
at our facilities." 

The Belleville and Van Buren Fire De- 
partments will have displays of equip- 
ment on hand which residents may view 
Sat . Oct 10 in the National Bank of De- 
troit parking lot from 10a m until3p m 
“If only people would practice fire 
prevention and not wait until a tragedy 
occurs, a lot of lives and property would 
be saved," said Talaga 
Stan Price. Building Official in Van 
Buren. cautioned persons who purchase 
wood burning devices to know how to use 


them 

“With winter coming on and people 
buying wood burning stoves." Price 
added, “improperly vented wood- 
burning stoves can lead to tragedy and 
people who are not knowledgeable about 
these stoves are inviting problems ." 

One of the more important elements in 
fire safety is eliminating fire hazards 
from your home More than 20.000 re- 
sidential fires occurred in Michigan in 
1980 You can help reduce the chance 
that you and your home will become a 
fire casualty this year by inspecting it 
for fire hazards and making it fire safe 


Install Smoke Detectors outside sleep 
ing areas and on each level of the house, 
replace batteries yearly and clean as 
recommended by manufacturer 
Clean attic, basement, closets and 
garage Discard old newspapers, rub- 
bish and other combustibles. 

Make sure that flammable liquids 
such as gasoline, paint thinner, varnish, 
and lighter fluid are kept in tightly 
closed approved containers and are 
stored in cool dry places away from fur- 
naces or other heat sources 
A fireplace should have a screen or 
glass door installed in the opening 


Electrical extension cords should not 
be overloaded They should be out in the 
open not laid over hooks, placed under 
rugs, or run through doorways where 
they may become worn and create short 
circuits. 

Furnaces and heating units should be 
checked and cleaned annually 

This is also the time of year for us to be 
concerned with wood stove safety Last 
winter. 21 persons lost their lives in fires 
associated with wood burning ap- 
pliances. 

There were over 2,400 fires directly 
attributed to wood stoves, fireplaces 


and chimneys which accounted for more 
than $14 .000.000 in property loss Prim- 
ary causes for these fires were: 

• Improper installation of wood heat- 
ing appliances 

• Improper maintenance or opera- 
tion 

• Improper installation of venting 
pipes or chimneys. 

• Use of flammable liquids to kindle 
fires 

• Failure of automatic control de- 
vices 

By inspecting for fire hazards most 
home fires can be prevented.

Courts halt WCETA plans 


Plans to implement the 1981-82 Wayne 
County Employment and Training 
Program by reducing core staffing and 
utilizing a three-zone Career Employ- 
ment Service Center concept was halted 
temporarily when AFSCME Council 25 
and Local 1659 obtained a temporary 
Show Cause Order form Circuit Court 
Judge Patrick J. Duggan. 

The hearing has been scheduled for 
9 : 30 a .m . October 16 before Judge Victor 
J Baum 

Although application for funding of 
the county-wide $12 8 million program 
was already completed . members of the 
County’s Human Resources Committee, 
chaired by Commissioner Kay Beard, 
faced the task of laying off 17 members 
of the WCETA staff in favor of subcon- 
tracting services at the three zones lo- 
cated in Highland Park, Wayne, and the 
DCC (Downriver Community Confer- 
ence) headquartered in Wyandotte 

Art Lewis, Director of the County’s 
Employment and Training Administra- 


tion, told committee members, during a 
two-d£y special task force hearing, that 
his department had received a 55 per- 
cent cut in federal funding and con- 
cluded that to provide maximum ser- 
vice to the communities it would be 
necessary to layoff 17 members of his 
staff, down to 67. and make more exten- 
sive use of subcontractors to operate the 
three C.E.S.C. center. 

Federal guidelines set aside 20 per- 
cent of funding for administrative pur- 
poses while the balance must go to ser- 


vicing the communities. Of the 17 em- 
ployees, 14 would be repositioned in 
vacant slots, two would be laid off and 
one terminated. However, in a last mi- 
nute decision Wednesday, four are to be 
retained for future staffing. 

The union became involved u f hen they 
claimed contractual agreements pre- 
cluded the layoff of any of the employees 
while subcontract employees continued 
to work at the centers Last year’s fund- 
ing of WCETA was $28 million, Lewis 
said.

A total of 6.900 students are enrolled 
this fall in the Van Buren School Dis- 
trict. according to a fourth Friday" 
count taken in the schools last Friday. 

The breakdown of the student popula- 
tion showed 1,561 students in high 
school; 1,685 in junior high, and 3,654 in 
the district's elementary schools The 
overall figure represents a slight de- 
cline in student enrollment from last 
year, a spokesman confirmed 

A number of programs have been 
affected since district voters turned 
down a millage-hike request earlier this 
year Included in the cutbacks were the 
establishment of a five-hour school day 
and elimination of various extracurricu- 
lar programs 

Varsity sports in the Van Buren Dis- 
trict have been kept alive to date by con- 
tributions from parents and booster club 
members. 

The 6,900 student population repre- 
sents an unofficial tally of enrollment 
based annually on a count conducted on 
the fourth Friday of the school term 
Official results, expected to be finalized 
in a few weeks, form the basis of state 
aid provided to school districts in 
Michigan

“The strang is the supporting device 
— someone else will come through and 
splice in the electronic equipment— the 
amplifiers, things we call passes and 
splitters w f hich will direct the cable sig- 
nals to various locations within the city 
and makes sure it all gets to the house at 
full strength." Newell explained 
New'ell said that thus far his crew's has 
had no problems building the Belleville 
system. 

“We are getting the cooperation they 
said we could get. he added And it’s 
been perfect 

After the initial stage is completed, 
“then we will bring in powder supplies." 
Newell said. “We will also put a micro- 
wave receiving disc which w ill be placed 
on the tower of City Hall 
"The signals to Belleville will come 
via various satellites services fed in by 
w r ay of microwaves from our head end in 
Westland," New f ell concluded. 

And when will the company be ready 
for its first subscribers? 

"Right now we re well ahead of our 
schdule and we figure that by the first of 
middle of December we ll be ready." 
Newell replied.

It may look like a beautiful lake sea- 
ted before a string of hotnes, but 
looks can be deceiving. The recent 
torrential rains in the area created 
havoc as scores of residents re- 
ported basements flooded and 
roads impassable as in the one 
above on Sumpter Rd. between 
Bemis and Paris in Sumpter 
Township. Sumpter Township su- 
pervisor Jim Reaves met with the 


be deceiving 

homeowners in the area to discuss 
the problem which, some say, is 
caused by broken tiles along Paris 
Drive. “A resident said that “two 
tiles have been replaced along 
Paris in the past few months, but 
that is not where the main problem 
lies. There is no where for the water 
to drain off because the ditches are 
full of weeds and devris/’ 


ITyou see some strangers poking 
around your neighborhood during the 
next^ couple of days, don t get alarmed. 
The^ re probably members of an OMNI- 
COM cable construction crew sizing up 
the utility easements and preparing the 
way lor cable TV. 

OMNICOM of Michigan was aw arded 
the Belleville franchise earlier this year 
and Peter Newell, President of the Ply- 
mouth-based firm, says "that construc- 
tion is well ahead of schedule. " 


But Newell wanted to caution resi- 
dents to “expect to see construction 
crew's in their backyards and out on the 
streets during this phase of the construc- 
tion process." 

* The actual physical construction has 
started off the cable TV system in Belle- 
ville," Newell continued, "and this pro- 
cess is a multi-step one. First thing that 
happens is construction crews come 
through and place something we call a 
strang on the telephone poles. 


poles. 

“In the process, they will be entering 
some of the residents' backyards — fol- 
lowing the utility easements — in other 
w'ords the cable goes into the same place 
as the telephone and electricity goes, so 
please caution people that they can ex- 
pect to see these crews in their back- 
yards." 

After stranging the lines — a process 
Newell said that could take up to 2 V 2 
weeks, the crews will come back and 
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It s estimated that some four million 
gallons of used motor oil is dumped 
down sewers, in empty lots, holes in the 
ground, on w r eeds and at landfills in 
Wayne County annually, oil that could 
be re-refined or reprocessed for further 
use. 

The oil is from do-it-yourself home car 
care “specialists" w r ho up until a short 
time ago had few places in which to 
dump their used motor oil legally 
But there now* are places where that 
motor oil can be disposed of as part of a 
recycling program that has been set up 
by a group of state and local agencies 
Working through community volun- 
teers, the Rouge River Watershed Coun- 
cil in cooperation with the Wayne Coun- 
ty Cooperative Extension Service, 


Energy Administration, State Depart- 
ment of Commerce and West Michigan 
Environmental Action Council, has 
been able to come up with seven service 
stations and centers in Wayne which will 
accept used oil from residents 
According to the Watershed Council s 
executive director. Marcie Colling, the 
'program has been set" up to help the 
pollution of land and w f ater resources by 
a "valuable energy resource 
The recycling program is statewide, 
with state funding through a federal 
program providing money to pay for 
signs at the participating stations and 
for brochures that list the places where 
used oil can be dumped 
Ms Colling explained that involving 
service stations and car care centers in 


the program was a logical step, since 
they already have large holding tanks in 
place to accommodate their own used 
oil 

Stations generally gel from 10 cents to 
25 cents a gallon for the used oil, which is 
re-refined or reprocessed for other uses 
Reprocessed oil can be used as a lub- 
rication after filtration , while reclaimed 
oil is cleaner and can be blended with 
new r oil Re-refined oil, after treatment, 
is “as good or better than virgin oil. 
according to Ms Colling 

To date there are 70 service stations in 
Wayne County participating in the re 
cycling program, and Ms Colling ex- 
pects that number to get even larger 
From the very first day we had the 
organizational meeting we’ve had a 


larvelous response.” she explained 
We didn't know' it would take off like it 
did We’ve had a marvelous response, 
and some gas stations are really enthu- 
siastic about the program 

Ms Colling stressed that do-it- 
yourselfers taking advantage of the re- 
cycling program should be sure that the 
oil is just that — oil. not oil mixed with 
chemicals, compounds or thinners 

There’s no special way of carting the 
oil off to the recycling centers, and Ms 
Colling suggested using a clean milk 
container or carton that can be sealed to 
prevent spillage The oil can be de- 
sposed at the participating stations dur- 
ing regular business hours, she added 
Service stations and car care centers

Gifted students are handicapped, too 

Usually the brightest in the clasroom, 
most gifted students find their usual stu- 
dies unchallenging and mundane. They 
find themselves out of step in traditional 
classrooms, waiting “for the others to 
catch up” or slowing their pace of study 
to the others in order not to stand out 

A group of Van Buren residents and 
educators want that changed. They are 
seeking alternatives to traditional clas- 
sroom study for the gifted. 

The first meeting of the school year 
for the Van Buren Public School s Gifted 
Education Study Committee was held at 
the Van Buren Administration Building 
Thisiwas the first meeting conducted 
undejr the new Co-Chairpersons — Pat 
Noff$nger, a teacher at Savage School, 
and ijfgncy Sawyer, a parent and private 
tutor. 

The Study Committee was established 
by the Van Buren Board of Education in 
February, 1981, at the request of the 
GFWC-Belleville Junior Study Club and 
several other interested citizens. 

The committee was established for a 
one-year period for the purpose of “in- 
vestigating and possibly implementing 
special programs within the financial 
parameters of the district for those chil- 
dren identified as gifted, creative or 
talented " 

Thje first step in the establishment of 
suchr a program for the Van Buren 
School District is to establish a need for 
special programing, and begin to iden- 
tify eligible students. The especially 
challenging aspect of the committee s 
duties is the charge from the school 
board, which recognizes the need for 
special help for these unique children, 
is that the program or programs must 
be done at no cost to the already finan- 
cially strapped district. 

Gifted, talented and creative students 
are those identified by professionally 
qualified persons as those who have out- 
standing abilities or are capable of high 
performance in ONE OR MORE of the 
following categories: 

• General Intellectual Ability — 
cognative ability to learn; 


• Specific Academic Aptitude — ex- 
ceptional ability in a particular area; 

• Creative or Productive Thinking — 
advanced insight, outstanding imagina- 
tion, innovative or creative reasoning, 
original thinking; 

• Leadership; 

• Visual and Performing Arts — art, 
dance, music, drama, language; and 

• Psychomotor Ability — fine man- 
ipulative activities. 

Preliminary studies by the committee 
have shown that the “Gifted. Talented 
and/or Creative Student is not necessari- 
ly the “straight A” student, and in fact, 
he or she is often exactly the opposite. 

The committee has studied the need 
for special classes and determined that 
some students are not receiving instruc- 
tion commensurate with their abilities, 
interests and characteristics. 

Although the district has made great 
strides in working with the handicapped 
and learning disabled, the gifted, 
talented and creative child is just begin- 
ning to be examined by the district. 

Usually, these students spend most of 
their time in school in frustration. In 
some classroom situations, they are 
presented with concepts and skills they 
have already mastered; consequently, 
much of their academic experience is 
repetitious, unnecessary and unsatis- 
fying. They need special attention and 
provision just as any other learner 
whose characteristics and abilities dif- 
fer from those for whom most instruc- 
tion is designed. 

The first major task undertaken by 
the Study Committee will be a survey of 
all elementary teachers and principals 
requesting their assistance in locating 
the gifted, talented and creative chil- 
dren in their classrooms. The Commit- 
tee hopes to follow the teacher survey 
with one to parents in the district, to 
review their concept of their individual 
child’s abilities.

Many communities such as Van Buren and 
Romulus have begun addressing themselves to 
the gifted students who many times, because of 
his or her brilliance, is unable to cope with tradi- 
tional schooling. Now educators are taking a 
second look at these children and programs in 
the local school districts are mushrooming. 
Many parents also have looked to schools such 


as Gibson School for Gifted Children and Roeper 
Day and Country in Birmingham as alternatives 
to their child’s education when school districts 
fail to respond.

How to have a successful 
parent-teacher conference

One of the most important times for children and 
parents each year is the annual or semi-annual pa- 
rent-teacher conference. 

“A successful parent-teacher conference should 
provide a parent with certain specific information ab- 
out the child's social and academic behavior at 
school,” says Carol C. Steele, a reading specialist, 
writing in the October issue of PTA Today — the jour- 
nal of the National PTA. * ‘A parent should be prepared 
to ask a sufficient number of right questions, if neces- 
sary, to obtain specific information.” 

* 

Parents should ask about their child's pattern of 
achievement — about overall performance and prog- 
ress. This will isolate the child’s strong and weak 


areas. If the child is having a problem in one area, 
such as math, the parents and teacher should review 
the child's progress in this area to search for clues as 
to when and why that problem began 
According to Steele, if there is a problem in one or 
more areas a parent should, “ask for specific exam- 
ples of any of his child's work habits and social be- 
haviors that may be interfering with the child's atten- 
tion to the academic tasks at hand." 

’ The parent should remember that the purpose of 
obtaining the child’s instructional level is to find out 
where the child is functioning in relation to the grade 
he is in. not to berate the child for functioning on a low 
level or on a level lower than the parent had hoped

Survey shows singles 
are force in home market 


Realtors have taken a new look at the home buying 
market and found that married couples with depen- 
dents no longer represent the greatest number of 
buyers. 

A survey of 5,000 recent home buyers found singles, 
accounting for more than 20 percent of purchases, 
continuing to grow as prime prospects. Single male 
buyers held only a .2 percent edge in the market over 
single females. 

Married couples with families still accounted for 
41.6 percent of home buys with childless married cou- 
ples representing another 31.6 percent. 

Also beginning to show up in the sales charts are 
unmarried couples who made 3.7 percent of the 5,000 
home buys. 

“As would have been expected from past experi- 
ence, married couples with or without dependents 
strongly favored single family detached dwellings.” 
said Robert D. Shimmin, president of the Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR). 

“But, we were impressed by the number of singles 
who also sought this type of housing. Some 55 percent 
of single males and more than 46 percent of single 
females made this choice.” 

The remainder of single purchases tended toward 


townhouses and condominiums, but nearly 8 percent 
of the men and 6.8 percent of women bought units for 
two or more families. 

The survey, conducted in 14 metropolitan areas, did 
not include the Detroit area. Shimmin said that local 
percentages should closely parallel the national find- 
ings. 

By household income, some 28 percent of buyers 
were in the $20,000 to $29,999 range with another 26.7 
percent ranging on up to nearly $40,000. Approximate- 
ly a third of buyers had larger household incomes than 
this while 12 percent had less than $20,000. 

More than half of the home buys were made by 
persons in the 25 to 34 age range with 21.6 percent 
between age 35 and 44 . Persons under 25 accounted for 
8 3 percent of the sales. 

“The findings reaffirm our belief that more people 
now are considering purchase of a home at a younger 
age than they did in the past,” Shimmin said. “The 
growth of the singles’ market also suggests that in- 
creased consideration is being given to homes as an 
investment rather than just shelter. 

“The soundness of this has been well proven in the 
past and, despite the current depressed housing mar- 
ket, we are convinced that home values will rise 
sharply as the economy moves toward recovery.”

(Continued from Page A-7) 
for,” says Steele. 

Parents need a general idea of the child ’s scholastic 
abilities in order to develop realistic expectations, and 
the teacher should be able to present a fairly clear 
picture of the child ’s competencies . Says Steele , * “The 
parent may find that he has been placing undue press- 
ure on his child when the child is actually doing the 
best that can be expected of him.” 

If the child is not performing up to indicated ex- 
pectations, there may be a learning, motivation or 
work-habit problem that needs to be investigated.

After the parents and teacher discuss the child’s 
progress and capabilities, the parents should ask what 
they can do to help the child overcome any weaknesses 
— what Specific activities they can do at home that will 
reinforce what the teacher is doing at school. 


But, according to Steele, “Pa- 
rents must share at least part of this responsibility by 
asking those questions pertinent to the issue at hand. 
Knowing what to ask a child’s teacher and asking it 
will undoubtedly give the parent a better understand- 
ing of where his child is going academically, and how 
fast he’s getting there.”

(A plan was presented for 
a French Landing Dam Park w hich would provide recreation facilities to the 
public This could be a future project funded w ith revenues from the produc- 
tion of electric power.) 

Donna Hall, and 
Engineer Lystra on the condition of the dam at present and methods of 
funding the remaining necessary restoration and power generating equip- 
ment

Dear Tom: 

You asked me to describe what is meant by “dou- 
ble-dipping” in the area of public pensions. 

The generally accepted meaning of “double- 
dipping’’ is to receive credit in two different public 
pension plans for the same period of time, or the 
same salary. 

For example, you will recall I have had my diffi- 
culties with the probate judges who sit on the bench 
in those 29 counties whose county retirement sys- 
tems are organized under M C L 46.12a Probate 
judges in those 29 counties are members of both the 
county retirement system AND the probate judges 
pension plan. They double-dip because their entire 
salary is counted in both pension plans for the same 
period of service 

By comparison, a person who serves in a local unit 
of government who then becomes a legislator re- 
ceives credit for the local unit service only at the 
local level and for their legislative service only in the 
legislative system 

If the person serves long enough in the legislature 
to be able to retire upon leaving, they do so on the 
basis of the legislative plan as set forth in M.C.L. 
38.1001 et seq. 

If such a person then returns to the local unit of 
government for further service, they would probably 
have to work, a set period of time before they would 
be eligible to reinstate their prior service. After 
working thtl set period (often 5 years), they would 
have to return all of their contributions they with- 
drew plus pay the interest on the contributions to the 
local plan before they could reinstate credit for prior 
service 

For example, the Municipal Employees Retire- 
ment System to which Westland belongs requires 5 
years of additional service before you could rein- 
state your prior Westland service 


You would not be eligible to draw a pension based 
on your Westland service in MERS until it totaled 10 
years. Under such clear cut definitions of service 
credit and salary as spelled out in the MERS law, you 
cannot possibly get credit for your legislative ser- 
vice in MERS. 

Nor can you get credit for your Westland service in 
the legislative plan. It is not legally possible for you 
to “double-dip” when you are a member of only one 
plan at any one time. 

A different example comes to mind which may add 
a more complex note to your understanding of dou- 
ble-dipping. A person could be a public school em- 
ployee covered under the state-administered pen- 
sion plan and also be serving as a member of a city 
council whose employees are under MERS . Since the 
school position is most likely a full-time position, the 
person would be covered under the school retirement 
system for the full-time salary earned and reported 
by the school district. 

They would have to accrue 10 years of service in 
that system before being eligible for a retirement 
allowance upon attaining the required age 

Under the MERS law. this same person could 
chose within 60 days after taking office to be covered 
under MERS as a city council member. The MERS 
law provides that elected positions such as city coun- 
cil members who are on-call almost 24 hours a day 
shall receive a full year of service credit for each 
year of service in the position 

However, since most city council positions are 
paid very low salaries which reflect the part-time 
status of the positions, the pensions they earn after 10 
years of service will be quite small So, while a per- 
son is a member of two plans at the same time, the 
salary paid the person for each position is counted in 
only one retirement system This is another instance 
where it would be wrong to accuse a person of 
“double-dipping.’’ 

1 hope this helps you to understand what is meant 
by “double-dipping. ” For as much as I oppose it as a 
practice and work to eliminate it where it can occur 
in state law, it is a concept which I fear is often 
misunderstood. It is proper and legal to draw pen- 
sions from more than one retirement system when 
the salary for each year of service is only counted in 
one plan Under these circumstances, two pension 
checks is not double-dipping If it were, all who draw 
both Social Security and a public pension would be 
guilty.

Sadat is dead. 

The one speck of hope in the Mid- 
dle East, a man who was destined to 
bring together two historically arch 
enemies, was cut down by an array 
of bullets fired by enemies of peace. 


And now only heaven and hell 
knows what will happen to that 
thread-like truce built on the slain 
President of Egypt ’s desire to bring 
peace to an area of the world that 
has known so little of it. 


Sadat's stubborn position that 
"Israel is a reality, and that thd 
Arab world should recognize that 
reality" inevitably led to his death. 

Out of the incident in Cairo, only 
bedlam will come. 


Sadat's political charm . his belief 
that to pursue war against a neigh- 
bor was insanely unjust earned hirn 
the respect and the friends of thp 
western world but paradoxically 
made him vulnerable to his own 
people who since Biblical times 
have eyed the Jew with suspicion 
and contempt. 

One doesn't forget centuries of 
history — the cries of despair of the 
Jews in Egypt during the pharoahs, 
the battles that followed and thp 
wars ... and Sadat asked his people 
to put this all aside. To live in peace. 

Sadat asked his people to put 
aside 4,000 years of fighting and like 
Moses performed a miracle that 
will be remembered throughout his- 
tory. His unyielding position that 
Israel has a right to exist was fever- 
ishly opposed by the Palestians who 
claimed that the President of Egypt 
has betrayed the Arab world and 
was a traitor. 

And, the inescapable fact is that 
there can be "no peace" in the Mid- 
dle East until the Palestian ques- 
tion is resolved. Ironically, the 
great powers of the world can’t 
solve the problem and unfortunate- 
ly there will be more bloodshed. 

The lean, middle-aged man who 
crossed the bridge into Israel is 
dead. 

It would be a tribute to him if we 
could say. right here, that peace 
will come to his people and his new 
friends. But, these war-scarred peo- 
ple know better.

If the nation could get only a 10 per- 
cent reduction in the amount of shoplift- 
ing, it w r ould have the same economic 
effect as totally eliminating bank rob- 
bery That’s why shoplifting isn t consi- 
dered kid-stuff anymore It’s not a 
game, or even a cheap thrill It cannot 
be explained more clearly than this 
Shoplifting is a crime, and shoplifters 
will be treated as criminals 

Now that you have the right impress- 
ion about shoplifting, the decision is 
yours to make Don t trade your future 
for a piece of merchandise Don t let 
friends talk you into shoplifting If you 
really care about them, take the lime to 


be a real friend, instead and say NO

EDITOR— The entire conflict be- 
tween PASS (Parents after Safety 
for Students) and the Canton School 
Board could have been avoided had 
the Board used a little foresight and 
common sense.

Grandmas and grandpas were 
something special and you didn’t ex- 
pect anything from them except a 
kiss and sometimes a sucker which 
had a sucker on both ends.

Do you really want that job? 


I applied for a job once as a sort of 
roving reporter for a weekly shopper 
newspaper. 1 had brought along 
several examples of my writing and I 
was prepared, I thought, for any 
question Lou Grant wanted to throw 
at me. His entire line of questioning 
went, instead, like this: 

“Mrs. Grigg, huh 9 You live with 
your husband?” 

I paused before answering “yes”, 
thinking it was a trick question 

“Children?” 

"Yes, 1 have three.” 

“How old?” 

I told him their ages. At the time, 
our youngest was eight 

“What about babysitting?” 

“What about babysitting 9 ’’, I 
asked. 

“I mean, who’s gonna take care of 
your little girl while you’re 
working?” 

I wanted to tell pseudo-Lou that I 
certainly wouldn’t be applying for a 
job if I hadn't already made arrange- 
ments for the care of my child 1 
wanted to ask him if he asks his male 
applicants the same questions. 

I wanted to tell him that . under the 
law, my child-care arrangements 
were none of his business. Instead, I 
mumbled something about the job 
being too far from home and didn’t 
wait for any more questions. 

It wasn’t the first time I had been 
subjected to discriminatory ques- 
tions— and, unfortunately, it wasn’t 
the last . . 


That interview took place over 
seven years ago. and 1 wish I could 
say the world was enlightened 
enough now so that it doesn’t happen 
anymore. 

But it does and it will, and the only 
way to sidestep it is to be forearmed 

There are interviewers who like to 
play God Remind yourself that they 
are not God They are simply people 
asking questions. They are also in a 
position to know which questions are 
and are not discriminatory . They w ill 
size you up and decide whether or not 
you know. 

You, as a job applicant, have to 
make it your business to know' 

For example, if you are the “vic- 
tim” of a job interview'er, you should 
remember the two following points: 

• Any question is discriminatory 
that has the effect of screening out 
minorities, women, the young or the 
old 

• It is discriminatory to ask for in- 
formation which doesn’t really judge 
an individual’s competence for per- 
forming a job. 

Keep those two thoughts in mind 
and don’t feel obliged to contribute 
any information above and beyond. 

For instance, education: If the 
amount of education has no bearing 
on the job, it cannot be considered a 
factor 

Credit rating, home or car own- 
ership: The question might have an 
adverse effect oi> minorities or the 


young. Unless it has a direct bearing 
on the job, you don’t have to answ'er 
it. 

Marital or family status: It is 
against the law to require disclosure 
of marital status or child-care 
arrangements. 

Age or date of birth: You may 
leave that space blank The company 
may be violating the Age Discri- 
mination in Employment Act (By 
the way, beware of ads reading, “Re- 
tirees or High School kids.” They are 
usually the pits.) 

Any question asked of a woman 
and not a man is discriminatory. 

A company can’t turn dowm a 
woman because the customers 
wouldn’t want to deal with a w'oman, 
or the company co-w orkers might ob- 
ject, or because there are no female 
bathroom facilities 

It is unlaw ful for an interviewer to 
begin discussion of a stereotyped 
female job if the applicant is ap- 
plying for another job 

Any job benefits or conditions 
which apply only to heads of house- 
holds or principal wage earners are 
discriminatory (Don t be talked out 
of insurance or into taking low er pay 
because you have a husband who 
works full time ) 

It is illegal for a company to offer a 
female applicant a lower salary than 
her predecessor, or than w as offered 
to another applicant with an equiva- 
lent background

While most of the Tubes publicity centered on their 
live show (which had upwards of fifteen scantily-clad 
femme fatales parading around onstage in a well 
choreographed show that caused a friend to remark, 
after seeing them for the First time, “Just like Vegas! 
All that T&A . . ."), critics and consumers alike often 
paid less attention to the music than it deserved, and it 
deserved plenty.

Spooner, as he played me the then-unreleased ‘Slipped 
My Disco," which seemed like a sure-fire hit single at 
the time. Of course, it wasn’t The liner notes tell it all: 

A track shunned by many unable to comprehend the 
twisted humor of dance-floor reality ." As a matter of 
fact, the Tubes had plenty of what SEEMED like sure 
hit singles, but their delightfully warped image made 
radio programmers wary, to say the least. 

They did have one semi-hit though, with the super- 
latively sleazy “Don't Touch Me There," with Fee 
Waybill sharing the vocals with the sultry Re Styles. It’s 
included here, along with such underground classics as 
“What Do You Want From Life?" <“. . . a baby’s arm 
holding an apple"), “Mondo Bondage" (Don’t ask . . .), 
and of course, the Tubes’ anthem-of-sorts, “White 
Punks On Dope,” which has become a bona fide classic 
over the years. 

On the previously unreleased side/ TRASH." has 
a slowed down, luded-out version of “White Punks" 
which leads into the studio cut. a nifty little number 
called “Drivin’ All Night" from the aborted “Black 
Album’’, and my favorite, a live rendition of “Love Will 
Keep Us Together." which, needless to say, puts the 
Captain and Tenille in their place once and for all Or 
maybe it means that the Tubes were the REAL Capt . n 
Toni all the time! Hmm 

All in all. this is a tidy little package of Tubes’ goodies, 
both for the hard-core fan and the more casual listener. 
No one will be disappointed by this LP. so keep it in mind 
as a potential Christmas gift too With so much garbage 
flooding the music market today, “T R A S H." floats 
right to the top.

there is no more. Talent, that is. Alice Cooper’s latest

“True Confessions" 
shares much with a re- 
cent film known as either 
"Cutter and Bone" or 
"Cutter’s Way." (The 
name has been changed 
to protect the innocent 
and confuse the movie- 
goer.) 

That film focused on 
the gruesome murder of 
a young girl and the 
attempt by two friends — 
Cutter and Bone — to 
prove the murder was 
committed by a wealthy 
industrialist. 

In “True Confessions” 


we also have a gruesome 
murder of a young girl, 
and a subsequent inves- 
tigation which involves 
two brothers. Father 
Spellacy, played by 
Robert DeNiro, and the 
police detective, played 
by Robert Duvall. As the 
hard-boiled detective, 
Duvall again suspects a 
man of the community in 
the horrific crime. 

Neither of these two 
films, however, can be 
termed a “murder mys- 
tery." The crime is 
almost secondary to each 
film, serving not as the 
film’s score, but as a 
catalyst that sets other 
events in motion. 

For “Cutter and Bone” 
it was an examination of 
a post-Vietnam psyche of 
youth, and in “True Con- 
fessions” the two 
brothers are forced to re- 


examine their careers, 
their goals, themselves 

“But wait just a mi- 
nute," I hear you ex- 
claim “Robert DeNiro 

— Travis Bickle from 
Taxi Driver.’ the young 
Don Corleone of The 
Godfather,' the indes- 
tructable Raging Bull’ 

— playing a Catholic 
priest?” Yes, my son, it’s 
true, and thus indicates 
that the film’s title is 
drawn not from a scanda- 
lous pulp magazine but 
from the “Bless me 
Father for I have sinned” 
category. 

For two of today s 
finest actors, “True Con- 
fessions” is a genuine De- 
Niro Duvall show, and 
the two Bobs make the 
most of it. There is no 
splashy acting such as

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Snagging fish is unnecessary 


To snag or not to snag — that is the question 
The practice of snagging, contrary to popular belief, 
was not invented by disgruntled salmon fishermen It 
has been around for hundreds of years. Although it has 
been drastically limited since it began here in Michigan 
more than 10 years ago when the first salmon were 
planted in the Great Lakes, it is still crude and 
replusive and unnecessary 
Now that the spawning runs have begun in southeast- 
ern Michigan, I urge you to try these methods for sal- 
mon before resorting to snagging 
Whether you fish the Huron River, the River Raisin. 
Stony Creek, the Detroit Yacht Club Basin on Belle Isle, 
the Clinton River or any other tributary that migrating 
salmonids use for spawning, certain areas will hold fish 
at certain times For instance, during periods of low 
water, search out deep, long stretches or look for ob- 
structions that interrupt the current s flow . The current 
flowing against an obstruction will form a deep hole that 
migrating fish will use as holding spots to lie in wait for 


food being washed downstream. Or, they will lie behind 
the obstruction to rest from the rigors of their journey. 

The early spawners are usually “jacks, " immature 
fish on false spawning runs These fish will readily 
smash a lure it it's presented properly 

When the water level is low, it’s best to use small, 
shiny spinners and spoons. Always cast upstream and 
allow the lure to drift naturally downstream on a tight 
line, turning the reel crank just enough to keep the blade 
turning or the spoon wobbling. 

It’s important, when fishing during a low water 
period, to keep your eyes open for possible holding spots 
when the water is higher. Boulders, fallen trees, ex- 
posed roots, undercut banks and crevices in bridge 
abutments are all potential hotspots when the river is 
high 

During periods of high water, I seem to do best at 
sunrise. High water is usually dirty and roily, and the 
sun’s rays seem to help illuminate my lure. As the sun 
starts to peek over the treetops I prepare for a strike — 


and usually get one. 

However, my choice of lures is different when the 
river is high Instead of spoons and spinners. I II select a 
brightly colored, wobbling plug These lures should also 
be cast upstream . but I retrieve them slowly And if I’m 
fishing on the upstream side of a deep run . and undercut 
bank or a rocky stretch 1 11 merely keep a tight line and 
wait until the current has carried my lure downstream 
Then I'll retrieve it bringing it along the bank, through 
the deep water and around the rocks by raising or lower- 
ing my rod tip to steer the bait 

The secret, Sf you can call it that, is to aggravate 
salmon into striking. Everyone knows that salmon don t 
feed when they enter tributaries to spawn, but they do 
seem to get angered seeing the same lure pass by their 
noses time after time and strike the lure out of sheer 
aggravation 

Maybe these tips will work for you the next time you 
go salmon fishing. If you give them an honest effort, 
you, too, will find that it's not necessary to snag fish.

MOST OF US have had occasion to be lodged in a hotel at one time or 
another But it s probably rare for any of us to give much thought to what 
makes up such an establishment other than the reservations clerk, switch- 
board operator, bellhops, maids, office personnel and restaurant crew 

So - can you even imagine what must be involved when said bookings are 
made at the world’s tallest hotel - in this case. Detroit’s own Plaza in the 
Renaissance Center 7 

Not only does the place contain 1.400 guest rooms and more than 1,800 
employees but it has a stock of 2.082 springs and mattresses. 1.430 TV sets. 
2.200 electric blankets and 1.500 buzzing alarm clocks 

It also stocks 1 .440 .000 sheets , 1 .032 .000 pillow cases and 552 .000 bath tow els 

Uniforms , 324 .000 of them . are washed yearly in 1 ,000 pounds of soap and 375 
pounds of bleach per month. 

The place has 14 kitchens and five restaurants where about 3,000 eggs are 
served every breakfast hour. 

And for an aesthetic touch, the Plaza’s indoor gardens include more than 
7.000 mums. 1 500 grape ivy plants. 3.500 philodendrons. 180 weeping willows, 
20 kentia palms and 500 assorted office plants which all take 1,000 gallons of 
routine watering

NOW THAT WE’RE all fairly well acquainted with that fun" vegetable ~ 
spaghetti squash - and it’s one of those long-lasting remainders from the 
garden, you should know how r easily it can be jazzed up 
The squash, also knowm as “vegetable spaghetti", is a novel cucurbit which 
has been fascinating cooks for several years now\ It not only lends itself very 
well to some appetizing dishes, adapting especially to most traditional pasta 
recipes, but it has one very decided advantage over the starchy stuff With its 
very low caloric value, it is a weight w r atcher’s dream' 

The “spaghetti" is easily prepared Boil whole about 30 minutes or bake at 
350 degrees until the skin begins to give. Since baking whole takes an hour or 
more. I get my right-hand-man and a large, sharp knife together and get that 
squash halved lengthwise. After scooping out the seeds 1 bake it in a casser- 
ole, cut side dowm. with a little water and a vented cover of plastic film w r rap in 
my microwave That takes only about 8 to 12 minutes depending on size. In a 
conventional oven, omit the w r rap, and bake at 375 for about a halt hour 
Fluff up the fibrous Content w'ith a fork until it resembles strands of spaghet- 
ti Spoon sauce or filling onto the squash ; return to oven and heat thoroughly 
It also may be removed from the shell and layered in a casserole or dolled up 
with cheese, butter, bacon bits. etc.

Secretary of State Richard H Austin 
said today that he is disturbed’ by the 
action of the Public Safety Committee of 
the Michigan Legislature in reporting 
out bills to repeal Michigan's manda- 
tory motorcycle helmet law. 

Should the mandatory motorcycle hel- 
met law be repealed. Michigan could 
expect an annual increase of 50 to 60 
fatalities at a cost of more than SI mil- 
lion to the public 

Austin, who is chairman of the State 
Safety Commission, said that he is hope- 
ful once the consequences are under- 


stood. that the Legislature will not re- 
peal this important traffic safety mea- 
sure. 

Michigan law does not require motor- 
cyclists to carry the so-called no-fault ‘ 
insurance As a consequence, medical 
costs in motorcycle accidents are paid 
for primarily by other motorists and the 
sate 

Department of State records show 
239.000 motorcycles currently reg- 
istered in Michigan Last year 144 
motorcyclists w ere killed and 6.770 were 
injured.

On the Brighter Side 


Vacation we’ll 
never forget

I sat on the end of the wooden slab pier — the cold Canadian waters lapping on 
three sides— and could only wonder. 

Wonder how in the world I could be up in the northern wilderness so far from 
civilization that you could only reach it by plane. It wasn’t far from Hudson Bay 
in northern Canada. 

Here I w f as — a person who cared nothing about fishing — on a fishing expedition 
at an isolated Canadian lake with no chance of getting out for at least a week. Our 
party consisted of eight people, including me and my wife, Pansy; Rev. Paul 
Heady and his wife, Jane ; Charlie and Kippy Barnhill of Dearborn Heights ; and 
Bill and Elaine Hawiey. 

The Hawleys lived in retirement near Manistee and were responsible for 
planning the trip, an expedition they had taken the past 14 years. 

Everyone of my seven friends loved to pull in the big ones— Walleyes that 
averaged a good two pounds — as they bobbed around in the boats for hours at a 
time. All seven of my companions had motored far from shore to haul in record- 
size Walleyes while I relaxed alone on the pier. 

My summer afternoon serenity was interrupted periodically by recurrent 
doubts of why I had let myself be taken ‘captive’ on this questionable mission to 
seek the slimy creatures of the deep. I had no quarrel whatsoever with them 
hauling in big fish — to each his own I always say— but what in the world was I 
doing up here? 

Talk about a “fish out of water” — here 1 was hooked on a one week’s chartered 
fishing expedition and I didn’t care if I ever looked a Walleye in the eye. 

The dock on which I sat jutted out into a small arm of the Abamasaki Lake 
about 20 feet. Behind me was a beach 100 feet wide, lapped continuously by large 
waves that pushed white foam into the shore. On the beach were four silver metal 
boats turned upside down. They resembled small baby whales that had gone 
belly-up. 

Evergreen, spruce and maple trees stood shoulder-to-shoulder on each side of 
the lake. They were so dense and the underbursh was so thick in this part of the 
Canadian wilds that you could only approach and leave this shore by boat or 
pontoon plane. 

A small clearing opened off the dirty sand beach, revealing two rust-red 
cabins, each about 20 by 25 feet in size. The green-shingled cabin stood in an 
opening, bathed in the glow of the still bright evening sun. The silver-thatched 
cabin was nestled in a heavy group of tall, narrow trees whose leaves completely 
hid it from the sun. 

About 75 feet from the green-shingled cabin— the first one built on this Shangri- 
la for fishermen— was a small tent-like structure. The 10 by 12-foot hut was 
shabby in appearance and draped with a large faded grey canvas roof. The roof 
in turn was held secure by the weight of a large tree trunk tied to each side. 

A few yards farther over, nestled against the thick foliage and woods that hid 
the eastern half of the lake, was a wooden storage hut. Gas cans and oil contain- 
ers filled its shelves. 

Outside the 5 by 7-foot unpainted structure sat a dozen bright red gasoline 
drums 

Beside the gasoline drums were power motors to drive the boats on their 
ravenous fishing expeditions. Red gasoline tanks, which could be disconnected 
and replaced when empty, sat clumped together on the ground. Piles of chopped 
and neaty-stacked lengths of wood leaned against nearby trees in several areas. 

It was a scene taken directly from Jack London’s “Call of the Wild.” No 
Hollywood producer would hesitate a second to use it as the location for a 
Canadian wilderness story. You expected Nelson Eddy— dressed as a Canadian 
Mountie — and Jeanette MacDonald to appear out of the trees at any time 
mounted on a large horse. 

One of the most interesting, and most often visited, places was up a slightly 
inclined hill. A well-beaten path gave a clue to its whereabouts. At the top of this 
small hill— say, about 150 feet— sat two more rust-colored shacks. They resem- 
bled twin sentires garbed in faded maroon, calling. “How do you spell relief?” 
There were to markings on the exterior— but everyone seemed to know instinc- 
tively that “this must be the place.” 

The path leading to the outhouses ran between the two shanties and wound its 
way for nearly a mile before coming upon Lake McLean. Brown bears had been 
reported to occasionally lumber into camp. Moose and other animals— including 
a lynx (like a small mountain lion) were seen. * 

All these thoughts whirled through my mind as I lay prostrate on the dock, 
expecting at any moment to see a large brown bear come lumbering out of the 
woods and disturb my serenity. 

Nest week I’ll relate several incidents that happened during my enforced stay 
at the cabin before the silver, gleaming pontoon plane came to whisk me back to 
the land of the living.
